All articles necessary for initiation should be arranged by 
the Daughter Gatekeeper, so that the Daughter Escort may have 
no trouble in making preparations rapidly. The articles should 
be: 

A vial or bottle containing a strong smelling liquid or 
substance. 

A glass of water for thirst. 


A light, lamp or article for imaginative burning. 
Towels. 
An article to presumably cause the flow of blood. 


Some familiar articles which can be easily recognized by 
the touch of the candidate, such as penknife, keys, etc. 


Black cloths or mask for death scene. 
A bier and lighted candle. 

A gong or chimes. 

Hoodwinks. 


The dramatics of the work should be acted slowly. with 
proper pause so that the candidates may be thoroughly im. 
pressed with the work. 


For the unwritten work, the Grand Temple has especially 
charged that candidates must not be treated roughly, nor any- 
thing used that might inflict bodily injury. 


LECTURE ON COLORS OF OUR ORDER 


White, Pink, Blue and Scarlet. “These colors represent the 
mottos of their respective stations. 


White—Emblematic of innocence, and constant reminder of 
our duty to our fellowman. 


Pink—Constancy, the one great character that gains us fame 
to never find and leave a worthy Sister wanting. 


Blue—That of a purple, the flowerlet blue. Forget-me-not 
which in parting friends gives new impulses to life, enables the 
deepest attributes to Sisterly Love. Forget-me-not recalls tender 
memories of mother, father, brother, sister and friend, always 
reminding you forget-me-not. In Death, the Amaranth Ivy; 
in Life, the Forget-me-not. 


Scarlet—Brilliancy, abundance. Remembering Isaiah calls 
us to come and reason together, said the Lord. Though your 
sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson they shall be as wool. What a gracious 
promise thus is given to the world. Thus is explained the 
principles upon which the Daughters of Elks are erected. 


We are built on benevolence and protection and while the 
hour of Eleven is an important hour, have you once thought in 
looking at it from one point of view: all is merry, gladsome, 
vivant, thrilling with the fullness of being, the hour slowly 
strikes 11, then is the hour of life and another view.

Dt. Deputy—You have been duly proposed and ac- 
cepted by the members of this Temple to become united 
with us in the humane work for which this Order was 
founded. The I. B. P. O. E. of W. is an organization de- 
voted to the practice of charity, its fundamental principles 
being charity, justice, sisterly love and fidelity. It is a se- 
cret organization, not, however, in the sense of which fra- 
ternal societies are usually accepted, our one great secret 
being to dispense charity without ostentation and keep 
secret within our hearts the names of our sisters, who be- 
ing overtaken by adversity and misfortune, may receive aid 
or relief at our hands. 


Signs and passwords are used as a means of recogni- 
tion to guard against imposition. Social features are con- 
nected with our organization in order to bring our sisters 
in closer communion and to cement firmly the lines 
of friendship and fraternal love.

She should be as clear as the blue and as bright as 
the sun in order that we can draw the proper light from 
her. 


The moon represents our Past Dt. Rulers, who should 
at all times be ready to help support our Dt. Ruler in 
giving light and especially in keeping order and never 
fail to shine even when our Temple is going through 
trouble. 


‘The stars represent our officers who are placed around 
about the sun and moon to shine during the darkest 
hours of our ‘Femple and never stop disseminating light, 
as light is always good; and when we have light we have 
intelligence and with the proper light it helps us to walk 
upright. ; 


Not only should our officers be required to shine, but 
every member should shine and be ever ready to dissemi- 
nate light and inject it in dark places.

The Uniform and Regalia for Thanksgiving, Anniversar. 
Service or Dress Occasion shall be a white uniform dress, white 
gloves, purple and white WAC style oversea hat, small purple 
bow tie (black shoes and white stockings); badge worn with the 
purple side out. 

The Uniform and Regalia for Memorials and Funerals 
shall be a uniform white dress, white gloves, purple and white 
WAC style oversea hat, small black bow (black shoes and 
white stockings); badge worn on black side. A spray of Ama- 
ranth shall be used. 


Councils 


Council uniform shall be of white for all occasions, in- 
cluding white shoes and stockings, white Mortar Board hats. 
Reversible sashes with mourning side out, worn from right to 
left for funerals for Council members only. When a Temple 
member dies, Council members shall wear regulation Temple 
uniform, with Council sash.

When the four raps—o-o-o-o—are given, all rise, having 
arms folded, with the left hand clasping the right elbow, until 
the sign of grief is called. The right hand is lifted from the 
position of folded arms above described, so as to be placed over 
and veiling the eyes, the head slightly bowed, the left hand still 
clasping the right elbow; then as if wiping tears from the eyes 
with the thumb and forefinger of the right hand, that hand is 
slowly stretched forward, held extended an instant, then with 
_left hand dropped to sides.

It is also used whenever 
you rise to address the Temple, or pass around the hall. I:

THE DUTY OF THE DEPUTY 


The District Deputies shall have jurisdiction over such ter- 
ritory as may be designed by the Grand Daughter Ruler. The 
District Deputy shall enforce the strict observance of the law of 
the Order. She shall grant dispensations when ordered by the 
Grand Daughter Ruler. She shall receive from the Grand 
Secretary the Charter and other paraphernalia for the new 
Temples, after permission has been granted for the institution 
of the Temple. She shall not handle funds for any club or as- 
sociation which is organized, or in process of organization for 
the purpose of being instituted in a new Temple. Each Deputy 
shall make quarterly reports to the Grand Daughter Ruler ex- 
cept that new Temples instituted shall be reported immediately. 
It is the duty of the District Deputy to visit each Temple in her 
jurisdiction when called upon to do so by the Temple. The ex- 
penses of said call shall be defrayed by the Temple visited. Said 
expense shall not exceed $1.50 per day and traveling expenses 
to and from her home. For instituting a new Temple and giv- 
ing degrees a Deputy shall be paid the sum of $1.00 for each 
candidate initiated and degreed on the night of the institution 
of the Temple. 


Any Deputy, grand or temple officer, working up a Temple 
has the honor of organizing same. 


The Deputy can give advice for good in Temple, but in no 
wise is she the ruling head nor shall she take the gavel to pre- 
side unless invited by the presiding Daughter Ruler. She shall 
see that the Grand Temple laws are obeyed. Let us work to- 
gether for the good of our Temples and let self get out of the 
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way, for we are Sisters. Let love govern our actions, build up 
—don’t tear down. 

We hope all Temples will piease take notice that we are an 
auxiliary to the Brother Elks and only relatives can join the 
Order, unless a Non-affiliated dispensation is granted the Temple 
by the Grand Daughter Ruler. Any member can work up 
a Temple of Daughter Elks, if she desires to do so (provided this 
does not interfere with the work of the Deputy). 


Sign of Recognition 

This sign is made by pointing the first finger of the right 
hand in the palm of the left hand, holding it there until you 
see the answer by placing the middle finger of the left hand 
in the palm of the right. If you recognize the answer you will 
say, “Fidelity”, the “Sister” or “Brother” will say 2, 6, 22, 5, you4azs.-_, 
then shake hands and give the grip by hooking the little fingers 
of each other’s right hand, knuckles formed thus: then give the 
password, “Eureka”. Answer, “I have found 13, 17.” 4& 


Sign of Distress 
It is made by placing the back of the right hand, palm out- 
ward, over the heart. The answer is the same. At night you 
use the word “Eleon”. The answer is 26, 13, 3, 5, 2, 13, 17, 15— 
ae Sign of Caution 
It is the same as the Sign of Courtesy. At night you use the 
words, “Faithful to a 22, 6, 11.” The answer is “Always.”
